Minneapolis, Minn.—A game tetuge 


containing 55,040 acres in the Lake 
Minnetonka district has been created 
by the Minnesota game and fish com- 
mission at the request of the Minne- 
sota Game and Fish Protective league 
and lake residents. 


The new preserve, which Is intend- 


ed to be a refuge and breeding ground 
for all birds and small animals, in- 
cludes the area of Lake Mlnnetonka, 
the shore lands extending In some 
cases as far as one and one-half miles 
from the lake, and 18 sections of land 
in the northern part of Carver coun- 
ty. Eighty-six sections In all will be 
protected hereafter. 


The land Includes the 
heaviest 


wooded districts ot Hennepln and 
Carver counties. The narrowest pro- 
tected strip on the lake will be 
around Stubbs bay, where hunters 
will be kept half a mile from the 
shore. 


The new preserve, believed to be 


the largest In any well-settled com- 
munity In the country, will keep a 
plentiful supply of small game for the 
territory adjacent 
to Minneapolis. 


The order prohibiting shooting will 
go into effect at once and a special 
warden will be assigned to tbe new 
preserve.

lumps "of earth called wormcasts, 
which form a fine manure for grain 
and grass.

This has occurred in many cases 
where the worms have been either ac- 
cidentally or intentionally destroyed, 
and the fertility of the soil thus lost 
has only been restored when the 
worms bad again collected and re- 
sumed their fertilizing work.

ENDORSEMENT GIVEN 


PLAN TO ASSIST THE 
FARMERS OF FLORIDA 


(From Th« Daytona' Qacette-Newa) 
With a minor exception or two the 


Daytona board" of ' trade, at its last 
meeting endorsed a legislative, propo- 
sition emanating from' the 
Tampa 


board of trade. The Tampa organira- 
tion aims to have introduced at the 
next session of the Florida legislature 
a bill providing for the authorization 
of the employment by Florida coun- 
ties of an agricultural expert. 


The main feature of the proposed 


law is contained in section five of the 
bill as it Is now framed: ~ 


'It shall be the duty ot such expert 


so employed to call upon the more lra; 
| pqrtant farmers of the county under 


• his supervision, and to make such 
suggestions to them apd to render 
them such assistance as they may de- 
sire or accept; he shall conduct, at 
frequent Intervals, an Inquiry column 
in the various county papers, in which 
questions regarding agricultural prob- 
lems may be answered; that he stimu- 
late the propagation and use of all 
new varieties of plants and fruits that 
have been tried and approved by the 
United States government tests to be 
worth while and adapted to this cli- 
mate; he shall increase the product 
output of the county or counties hi his 
territory as largely a* possible by the 
cultivation of available land; and it 
shall also be his duty to analyze, free 
of cost to tbe owners thereof, soiu 
in his territory when requested and 
presented proper samples thereof." 


The bill also provides that the sal- 


ary of such expert shall not exceed 
$2,000 per annum, payable quarterly, 
and that the county or counties em- 
ploying him (ball furnish necessary 
equipment and pay 
legitimate 
ex- 


penses, not in excess ot $1,000 per an- 
num. 
To these provisions the local 


board ot trade demurred, and will rec- 
ommend that the matters'of salary 
and expense be left to the Judgment 
of county commissioner* or other offi- 
cials to.whom may be entrusted the 
duty of employing an agricultural ex- 
pert.
